We will on- 
ly say, that wo believe that law is no more 
binding on human governments, than aro'tho 
Mosaic laws inflicting death upon a disobedi- 
ent son, or upon the sabbath-breaker;• Wu 
Imvo t<incn been taught a (liflurent- code, " to 
lovo.our enemies," and." to forgivo those who 
injure us seventy timei seven." But .wo do 
not believe thnt the authority of human gov- 
ernment to punish murder depends upon ei- 
ther of those codes. It is derived from the 
Kama source as tho right to punish any other 
crime; that id, from its right of sclf-ili'fenco. 
And that right of punishment should bo so 
exercised, as best to promote that end, wheth- 
er it requires the penalty of death, or n pen- 
alty less severe. -Wo do not buliuvo God 
stands in -need either of the prison or the 
hangman to aid him in inflicting tho penalties 
ho adjudges upon thosb who violate his laws. 
These things aro Institutions of human gov- 
ornmcnts, designed.for tho-protection of soci- 
ety, and may bo modified, altered, or abolish^ 
od, according as that protection may require. 
With-this viuw, wo urged in our article the 
nliolition of tho death penalty, bccauso it 
foiled to answer that end of protection as 
well as somo less, severe, but more certain 
punishment. Wo said that, owing to its se- 
verity, nnd tha sympathy which, so long ns 
hutntin nature is human, will nlways-bo found 
among jurors,, convictions woro so,difficult 
that tho majority of offenders escaped, and 
tlio object of protection was not accomplished. 
In confirmation of that .position, wo referred 
to tho fact of tho acquittal of RadcJifT, by 
which tho confidence of thn public. in tho 
safety of life, wits shaken to its centre. This 
fact V Porto Crayon" does not pretend to 
deny, but .admits it. Ho says 'wo proved 
"(very clearly to our own satisfaction, no 
doubt,) that "the terrible position Jfilwaukee 
now holih,.is bccauso of this law,".'&c. ,Ho 
admits wo arc in a " terrible position," and 
that, too, under tlio opcnlion of a; law inflict- 
ing death 1 When this is admitted,.we -my 
that, without somo fact, somei-show of argu- 
ment or reason to tho contrary, the conclusion 
stands unshaken, that the Legislature is called 
upon to get us out of that,terrible position. -

On this prin- 
ciple the implements of tho bogus manufnctu- 
rer, and obscene pictures and books kept for 
sale, nro seized and destroyed.
